Rector’s Wife Who Was Acquitted 
In 1926 Hall-Mills Trial Dies at 79 


Mrs. Frances Stevens 


Hall Was Tried With 


Her Two Brothers for Murder of Clergy- 
man and Choir Singer.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Dec. 
19 (AP).— Mrs. Frances Stevens 
Hall, who was acquitted of murder 
in the killing of her clergyman- 
husband and his choir singer com- 
panion in the famous Hall-Mills 
case in 1926, died today. She.was 
79 years old. 

‘The wealthy and aristocratic 
widow oi the murdered rector of 
the Episcopal Church of St. John 
the Evangelist, had lived quietly 
since the acquittal of herself and 
two brothers, Willie and Henry 
Stevens. Their causin, Henry Car- 
pender, was indicted with them but 
was not a defendant in the Cele- 
prated trial, The indictment against 
him was later quashed. 

The Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall 
and Mrs. Eleanor Mills, the church 
sexton’s attractive wife, were killed 
on the night of Sept. 14, 1922. 
Their bodies were found two nights 
later beneath a crabapple tree 
alongside a path in an adjoining 
county. The rector had been shot 
through the head. Mrs. Mills had 
been shot three times. A single 
knife stroke had nearly severed 
her head, — 

Love letters they had exchanged 
were scattered near the bodies. 
Near the clergyman’s hee] was his 
calling card.

Mrs. Hall was 48 in 1911 when 
she and the 30-year-old rector were 
married, 

Throughoyt the trial—she was 
then 63—Mrs. Hall remained cold 
and reserved. She denied all 
charges, she scornfully refused to 
accept the State’s contention her 
husband was unfaithful, and when 
she was freed went to Italy to rest 
“because, there, it'was warm and 
beautiful.” 

Then she returned to New Bruns- 
wick and with quiet dignity re- 
sumed her. social work for hos- 
pitals, churches and nurses’ groups. 
Mrs, Hall was seen regularly on 
the city’s streets without attract- 
ing notice.

ma port whose occlpation by the 
Japanese May 8 wound up, to all 
practical purposes, the campaign 
in Burma. 

For the second successive day 
the Royal Air Force yesterday at- 
tacked the Japanese-held village 
of Rathedaung, about half-way be- 
tween Maungdaw and Akyab. 
Heavy damage was inflicted and 
fires were left burning. 

Attacks Along Mayu River. 

Fighter planes also swept down 
the Mayu River, searching out 
Japanese concentrations. The 
Mayu flows into the Bay of Ben- 
gal a few miles north of Akyab. 
Akyab was hit by bombers last 
night, but results of the raid were 
not announced. The town is only 
300 air miles from Calcutta and 
in Japanese hands it always would 
be a potential threat as a base for 
an attack on India. 

Recently along the Bengal bor- 
der the Japanese have been mak- 
ing sorties, indicating they were 
trying to establish themselves for 
an eventual attempt to extend the 
initia] Burma conquest. 

Meanwhile, the R. A. F. kept on 
patrolling and bombing Japanese 
objectives almost daily, damaging 
ports, airfields. and military in- 
stallations. 

Wavell Using New Route. 

Wavell’s thrust into Burma did 
not follow the route of Gen, Sir 
Harold Alexander’s fighting re- 
treat along the Chindwin River 
through Northern Burma to the 
Assam border last spring, but hit 
the Japanese on the flank along 
the Bay of Bengal. ; 
While the scope of the operation 
was not immediately apparent, the 
ultimate United Nations’ aim is to 
reconquer Burma and reopen the 
Burma road, permitting resump- 
tion of large-scale shipments of 
war supplies to China. 


There have been reports re- 
cently that the Japanese were 
massing in Burma for a renewal 
of the drive along the Burma road 
to Kunming through Yunnan Prov- 
ince in China. 

The British advance may be in- 
tended to divert the enemy from 
such an action as well as to fore- 
stall an assault against India 
from Akyab toward Chittagong, to 
the northwest. 


Stilwell Training Units. 


Lieut. Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell, 
United States commander of Chi- 
nese troops during the Burma cam- 
paign, is now in India. Stilwell 
came out of Burma on foot con- 
ceding that he had taken a “hell 
of a beating,” but determined on 
reconquest. Now chief of staff of 
Allied forces in China, he has been 
training new units to participate 
in the reopening of the land route 
to China. American forces—main- 
ly air and supply units—have been 
participating in these preparations. 

Last June British Indian forces 
were augmented by arrival of the 
largest military convoy to leave 
Britain before the North African 
occupation armada. The United 
States air forces in India like- 
wise have been reinforced with 
constant stream of flyers and sup- 
plies. 

Brig. Gen. Clayton L. Bissell, 
commander of the United States 
Air forces in China, Burma and 
India, disclosed only yesterday that 
the United States Tenth Air 
Force based in India had gone out 
on as many as 14 raiding operations 
in one day during the last week 
without losing a single plane to 
enemy action. 

Small-Scale Raids. 

His flyers have been conducting 
numerous operations over Burma, 
he said, adding “but we haven't 
said anything about most of them 
because most are on a small scale 
and not particularly newsworthy.” 
He emphasized, however, that 
small-scale operations are neces- 
sary to build up to success in 
larger assaults. 

Some small raids turned out bet- 
ter than had been anticipated, 
Bissell said. On Dec, 4 for ex- 
ample, four Curtiss P-40s attacked 
a group of buildings at Weshi, 
Burma. Pilots reported merely 
that Japanese ran from the build- 
ings, but later information dis- 
closed that 38 Japanese had been 
killed and others wounded, 

“They were caught eating their 
noon meal and were well salted 
and peppered with machine-gun 
bullets,” Bissell said.

New Jersey Companies Sign 5- 
Point Pledge—Others Ex- 
pected to Follow. 


NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 19 (AP).— 
Representatives of New Jersey in- 
dustrial plants last night signed a 
five-point pledge barring the pirat- 
ing of labor. 

Maj. Howard J. Lepper, area di- 


mission, said 125 signatures had 


been obtained and actual signing: 
in other cases delayed only because 
the proper executives were pot 
present. 

The companies pledged: 

1, Not to discuss employment 
with any worker from another war 
plant unless released by that plant 
or the War Manpower Commis- 
sion, Z 
2. To make maximum use of 
local labor supply and not recruit 
workers except through’ the United 
States Employment Service. 

3. To use all available outside 
training facilities and atgment 
them by training programs in 
plants. 

4. To include the company’s 

name but no mention of wage 
scales in advertisements for labor, 
and warn: “Do not apply if en- 
gaged in war work.” 
5. To accept as the sole arbiter 
of controversies in labor-hiring the 
regional director of the War Man- 
power Commission. 

Maj. Lepper had announced ear- 
lier that 153,000 war workers would 
be needed in the North Jersey area 
by March 1. He urged that pirat- 
ing of labor be ended, as an alter- 
native to designation of the area 
as critical. 

Industries in a critical area 
might be denied further war con- 
tracts, Maj. Lepper said. 


AFL Union Head Against “Freez- 
ing” of Merchant Seamen. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
A proposal before the War Man- 
power Commission to keep mer- 
chant seamen in their occupations 
was assailed yesterday by Harry 
Lundeberg, president of the AFL 
International Seafarers’ Associa- 
tion. 

Coming out of a closed meeting 
of the WMC management-labor 
policy committee, Lundeberg said 
he opposed the proposal because 
“it’s not necessary” and “we don’t 
want to be frozen; we just want 
to be left alone.” 

The proposal, indorsed by the 
War Shipping Administration and 
the CIO Maritime Union, has two 
principal points:

Pacific Raiders. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
Steadily slashing at Japan’s supply 
lines, American submarines have 
sunk seven more enemy ships, the 
Navy announced yesterday. The 
communique gave no details, but 
Navy Secretary Knox recently 
pointed out that submarine blows 
were aimed at cutting off supplies 
and reinforcements from Japanese 
island bases, paving the way for 
an eventual large-scale Allied of- 
fensive in the Pacific. 

Already, he said, enemy. shipping 
had been cut near to a point where 
such deliveries could no longer be 
made on a scale adequate to main- 
tain garrisons at full strength. 
The latest toll taken by Ameri- 
can submarines included a large 
e cargo ship, a me- 
dium-sized ker, two medium- 
sized cargo vessels, one medium- 
sized transport and a trawler. 
This brought to 105 the number 
lof vessels known to have been 
sunk by United States submarines, 
—not counting 22 listed as prob- 
ably sunk, and 28 as damaged. 
The specific areas of the opera- 
tions were not revealed, but Knox 
had given the undersea raiders 
much of the credit for reducing 
Japanese shipping, and observers 
interpreted this as meaning the 
submarines were operating far 
closer to the enemy’s home waters 
than other parts of the fleet. 

In these waters, where supply 
lines run close together before 
fanning out to Pacific and South 
China Sea points, more targets are 
available to the raiders.

DISTRIBUTION OF 


ROMMEL'S FORCES 


(Copyright, 1942.) 


HE most. immediately inter- 
esting military question with 
regard to Marshal Rommel’s 
retreat from E] Agheila is that of 
distribution of his. forces. At El 
Agheila, as previously pointed out, 


rear guard—forcing the enemy to 
deploy and make all preparations 
for an assault and then withdraw- 
ing as the assault was about to 
be delivered. What is not clear 
is the crucial point as to whether 
the bulk of Rommel’s force was 
still at El Agheila and is now 
fleeing westward toward Tripoli 
or whether he already had suc- 
ceeded in withdrawing important 
elements of his Afrika Korps to 
safety in Western Tripolitania. 


If the latter is the case, the Ger- 
man purpose is of course to con- 
centrate the ‘whole of their North 
African forces in Tunisia and we 
may expect to hear of German 
forces moving from Tripoli north- 
ward along the coastal road to- 
ward Tunis. If, on the other hand, 
by reason of lack of fuel or lack 
of transport, Rommel has been un- 
able to get very much of his fight- 
ing force away from El Agheila, 
it begins to look as though the 
Afrika Korps may be broken up 
piecemeal along the desert road to 
Tripoli and that very little of it 
will escape. \

Immaturity 


HY’D you tell that silly fib 
W this morning? And fly into 

that childish tantrum last 
night? For exactly the same rea- 
son that transformed Dillinger in- 
to a werewolf ...and made Nero 
fiddle while Rome burned—emo- 
tional immaturity. 

Strange mixtures, we humans. 
You can never tell what’s lurking 
beneath our transformations and 
toupees. Outwardly we may seem 
and sound grown-up... even bril- 
liant. Yet at any moment we may 
break out in some amazing infan- 
tile or outlaw act, Why? Because 
our development isn’t balanced. 
Mentally we’re mature; Emotional- 
ly we're children or savages. 

The trouble starts in our ig- 
norance of our own nature. Not 
one person out of a thousand re- 
alizes that human nature. has dif- 
ferent departments. Thoughts and 
feelings—we lump them together. 
But they are not together. Often 
they are dark worlds apart. You 
may be 30 in actual years. You 
may think as a person of 30 should 
think, but do you feel as a person 
of 30 should feel? 


Are you. cool and collective un- 
der strain? Can you take things/@ 
in your stride? Or do you magni- 
fy trifles . .. take everything 
personally ... go into tantrums 
of anger or self-pity if circum- 
stances don’t please you? 

David Seabury, the great psy- 
chologist, once said:.“The average 


P| man is twice as developed mental- 


ly as emotionally. ... Here is a 
key to human suffering, the origin 
of selfishness, crime, gossip, war.” 

Trace any silly or vicious act 
to its source and you will find 
that this statement is true. In- 
variably you'll discover infantile 
emotions running amuck, Show- 
offs, smarties, bullies, conceited 


publicity-seekers—they are all ex- 
pressing their own emotional im- 
maturity. 

Loeb and Leopold—those murder- 
ous young monsters — were un- 
usually bright mentally. They had 
been splendidly educated mentally. 
But emotionally they were stunted 
cripples. Spectators at their dread- 
ful trial thought their callousness 
was a pose. It was not. They were 
entirely sincere. It was as impos- 
sible for them to feel norma! hor- 
ror, pity, tenderness or remorse 
as for a baby, an idfot or a savage.

This is all the more tragic be- 
cause it is preventable. We are 
not born with “infantile fixations.” 
We acquire them—or have been 
thrust upon us—usually at a very 
early age. Generally a doting or 
thoughtless mother is responsible. 

Ego is as well developed: at 
eight months as at 80 years. The 
youngster receives too much at- 
tention—or too little. Whereupon 
he proceeds to seek compensation 
or revenge, Instead of developing 
normally the bruised’ spirit be- 
comes “fixed” at an infantile pe- 
riod ... the baby grouch becomes 

a life-long obsession. 

You have seen it happening. 
Famous and talented men of 50 
still boasting childishly, to offset 
humiliations suffered long since 
in some tenement alley. Neurotic 
women dominating a whole family 
with tyrannical demands, as com- 
pensation for some fancied slight 
or neglect, Emotional infants or 
cripples—all of them. 

And how about yourself—or my- 
self? We're “of age” on all the

THE YULE LOG 
“I will honor Christmas in my 
heart and try to keep it all the 
year.” ~—Charles Dickens. 


From olden days has come down 
to us the institution of the Yule 
log. At their observance of the 
summer solstice, the time when the 
sun is farthest from the Equator— 
a period corresponding to the time 
of our longest days of the year— 
it had long been the custom among 
early Europeans to build out in 
the open great bonfires. 

In imitation of these, at the cel- 
ebration of. the winter solstice, they 
lit a gigantic log, which, because 
this fire festival took place in De- 


cember, they called after their 
name for this month—Yule. 

Hence the Yule log, which, it 
should be mentioned in passing, 
was invested generously with au- 
perstition, 


It protected the house against 
fire, thunder, hail and lightning; 
it had curative and fertilizing vir- 
tures; it guarded against sorcery, 
prevented the “fiend” from wreak- 
ing evil upon the inmates of the 
house in which its Riemigghen 
turned night into day.

Affected by 
Atmosphere

‘N geographical areas marked by 
| frequent storms and _ wide 

changes in atmospheric pres- 
sure, the population is likely to 
suffer from respiratory infections 
or high blood pressure and other 
upsets, 

Acute appendicitis attacks oc- 
cur most often when the barometer 
is falling, Appendicitis is more 
severe in the world’s changeable 
climatic areas and is mild and in- 
frequent in the tropics. So says 
Dr. Clarence A. Mills in his book, 
“Climate Makes the Man,” from 
which I quoted yesterday. 

He believes that the level of good 
health and evenness of mental dis- 
position is maintained as long as 
the- barometer is fairly high or 
rising, but is upset by a falling 
pressure. Animals can be observed 
to become restless and excitable 
as the atmosphereic pressure falls. 

People are more forgetful on 
low pressure days. In one large 
city a street car company tabu- 
jated the number of bundles, pack- 
ages and umbrellas left on the 
cars and found that the rate dou- 
bled or tripled in periods before 
storms, Traffic acidents are more 
numerous in such weather also,

THE FALLING barometer is 
possibly to blame for attacks of 
“blues,” domestic squabbles and 
misunderstandings with children. 
And sleeplessness! It is not un- 


‘common on a muggy night to wake 


up and look out and find your 
neighbors’ windows lit up all over 
the block, Everybody has sudden- 
ly waked tp on account of the low- 
ering of the pressure, 

There is probably a physical 
explanation for these things, Dr. 
Petersen of Chicago believes that 
it is due to the shifting of chem- 
ical balance in/the blood and body 
tissues; the tissues take up more 
water at such a time and the slight 
swelling in the brain may be the 
cause of our upset emotions. 

Whatever the cause is, the les- 
son can be applied by all of us: 
some days are good only for rou- 
tine jobs; on others, with a high 
ceiling, a brisk breeze and a good 
cup of coffee we are able to make 
important decisions and do crea- 
tive work,

Economical Menus

ORE American families are 
M Spending their evenings at 

home this year and are re- 
discovering many of the simple 
pleasures of the horse and buggy 
days. One of the major ones, if 
memory serves, was popcorn—not 
kind that comes already 
popped in a tin can or a cellophane 
bag, but the sort you pop person- 
ally, to the accompaniment of an 
exciting rat-tat-tat against the lid 
of the popper and squeals of de- 
light from younger members of the 
fireside circle. This is wholesome 
and inexpensive fun—more fun still 
if you undertake to turn the snowy 
kernels into sweet, sticky popcorn 
balls, like this: 

Popcorn Balls. 
One cup sorghum or honey, one- 
half cup light corn syrup, one-half 
cup water, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon soda, one- 
half teaspoon lemon juice, three 
quarts buttered popcorn. 
Put first four ingredients into a 
three-quart saucepan and boil to 
the soft crack stage (260 degrees). 
Remove from heat, add soda and 
Jemon juice, and stir quickly; im- 
mediately pour over the popped 
corn, stirring the corn lightly with 
a fork. Just as soon as it can be 
handled, form into three-inch balls 
by pressing the corn lightly togeth- 
er. Place on lightly buttered waxed 
paper and cool. Serve at once or 
wrap in waxed paper. Makes one 
dozen balls. f
